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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's amendment and remarks filed on 06/12/2009 are acknowledged. 
Claims 1 - 13 are pending. 

Claims 10-13 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to nonelected Inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 09/10/2007. 

Claims 1 - 9 are presently under consideration. 

2. The objections and rejections of record have been withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendment and arguments, except as reiterated herein. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

4. Claims 1 -4 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Huniq (WO 98/54225; of record), as evidenced by Hunig (US Patent No. 6,987,171 ; of 
record), for the reasons of record. 
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Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but have not been found 
convincing as they apply to the presently rejected claims. 

Applicant argues that the present claimed invention is directed to micorparticles 
with a support structure and CD28-specific superagonistic mAbs bonded to the support 
structure wherein the support structure is formed by an "organic polymer." 

This is not found persuasive, because Applicant's argument relies on limitations 
which are not claimed in claims 1-4. It is maintained that cells expressing Fc 
receptors taught by the prior art reference are within the scope of the recitation of a 
"microparticle with a support structure" in the instant claim 1 . The requirement that the 
antibody be covalently bound to the support structure in claims 2 and 3 is qualified by 
the word "preferably," and is thus not limiting. The Fc receptor of the prior art reference 
is within the scope of "peptides or proteins" recited in claim 4. 

Therefore, the rejection of record is maintained for the reasons of record, as it 
applies to the amended claims 1 - 4. The rejection of record is incorporated by 
reference herein, as if reiterated in full. 

5. Claims 5- 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
